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Music conference held at Gallaudet 
for deaf and hard of hearing people 


About 50 people from the Midwest, 
the Northeast, and England arrived at 
Gallaudet University on Sunday, July 
29, for the Third Annual Conference 
on Music for the Hearing Impaired, 
which continues through July 31. 

Many of the people attending the 
conference belong to Music Educators 
of the Hearing Impaired, a group that 
grew out of the first conference held 
here in 1988. That conference and a 
second one in 1989 were planned by 
Diane Merchant, director of the Gal- 
laudet University Music Program. 

“The group voted to have the meet- 
ing at Gallaudet because it felt that 
Gallaudet is a central place for de- 
veloping techniques for educating deaf 
people,” said Merchant. “It was a 
pleasure to meet with all these profes- 
sionals and see their enthusiasm, the 
new ideas they have, and the strategies 
they have for teaching music to deaf 
and hard of hearing students.” 

Merchant is giving a presentation on 
Gallaudet’s music program at the con- 
ference. Dr. Larry Stewart, an associ- 
ate professor in the Department of Psy- 
chology, and Howard Schlieper, an au- 


dio systems engineer at the Model 
Secondary School for the Deaf, also 
are giving presentations. Stewart is ad- 
dressing the “Psychosocial Aspects of 
Teaching Hearing Impaired Children,” 
and Schlieper is presenting “Care and 
Maintenance of Hearing Aids.” 

The keynote speaker at the confer- 
ence was noted audiologist and 
researcher Dr. Arthur Boothroyd, who 
is presenting “Deafness and Music,” a 
philosophical discussion, and “Music 
and Deafness,” in which he is present- 
ing the technical aspects involved when 
deaf people study music. Boothroyd 
also wrote the introduction to the book 
Music for the Hearing Impaired by 
Clive and Carol Robbins. 

The conference opened with a spe- 
cial performance titled “Music for All to 
Hear” by Jeff Bradetich, who wrote a 
book by the same name. The free per- 
formance was held at the Kendall 
Demonstration Elementary School. 

Dr. Alice-Ann Darrow of the Univer- 
sity of Kansas, who was co- 
chairwoman for the conference, said 
she hopes to have more deaf people 
involved in the future.

DOSS gives tips to help reduce 
parking headaches at Kendall Green 


Few things will try a person’s pa- 
tience more than an endless search for 
a parking space or receiving a parking 
ticket, and Gallaudet employees are no 
exception. Two areas that may be 
causing problems in this regard are 
temporary permits and handicapped 
parking. 


Some University employees have 
found that when they must use a car 
other than the one they’ve registered 
on campus, they cannot get temporary 
parking permits on Tuesdays or Thurs- 
days and, as a result, get parking 
tickets. 


Budget cuts and personnel reduc- 
tions have made it impossible for the 
Department of Safety and Security 
(DOSS) to register vehicles daily be- 
cause officers are needed elsewhere on

campus, said Captain Charles Jones, 
manager of Patrol Services. 

If employees must park unregistered 
cars on Tuesdays or Thursdays, they 
should call DOSS, tell the dispatcher 
their name and where they parked the 
unregistered car, and ask that DOSS 
personnel not ticket their car. The dis- 
patcher will inform the officers on duty. 
If employees do not report the un- 
registered car and do receive a ticket, 
they can appeal the ticket. 

According to both security personnel 
and individuals whose cars bear special 
handicapped license plates, disabled 
people have been receiving more park- 
ing tickets than they have in the past 
when they park in regular or metered 
spaces. 

Jones explained the three reasons a 
disabled person may receive a ticket: 
1) a new officer who is unfamiliar with 
procedure issues a ticket; 2) the car 
has been observed repeatedly parked 
in a regular parking space with a han- 
dicapped space vacant just a few feet 
away; or 3) the windshield displays a 
temporary permit for disabled parking 
with the expiration date consistently 
hidden. 

“We don’t make handicapped people 
pay the fines,” said Jones. “We’re ask- 
ing for cooperation.” 

Because of limited parking on cam- 
pus, DOSS urges people with han- 
dicapped plates to use the spaces 
reserved for them. “I’m not talking 
about going around the block or 
around the corner,” said Jones. “My 
main objection is when a handicapped 
person parks at a regular or metered 
parking space within 8 or 10 feet of an 
empty handicapped space.” This means

Thrift Savings Plan 


Open Season to enroll in the Thrift 
Savings Plan (TSP) ends this Tuesday, 
July 31. 


Both employees who participate in 
the Federal Employees Retirement Sys- 
tem (FERS) or the Civil Service Retire- 
ment System (CSRS) may enroll in the 
TSP. However, there are some basic 
differences. 


For FERS employees, Gallaudet au- 
tomatically contributes one percent of 
their salaries to their TSP, whether or 
not they decide to participate. Par- 
ticipants also can contribute up to 10 
percent of their base pay—up to the 
Internal Revenue Service limit—every 
two weeks. Gallaudet will match the 
first three percent dollar-for-dollar; the 
next two percent will be matched 50 
cents to the dollar by the University. 
Above that amount, there is no match- 
ing contribution by Gallaudet. 


CSRS employees can contribute up 
to five percent of their base salaries 
each pay period, but they are not eligi- 
ble to receive matching contributions 
from Gallaudet. 

TSP contributions from both FERS 
and CSRS employees are deducted 
from pay before federal and state in- 
come taxes are calculated, and taxes 
are not paid until the money is with- 
drawn. Under certain circumstances, 
participants in the TSP can borrow on 
their contributions and earnings. Em- 
ployees who leave Gallaudet before 
retirement can transfer the vested 
amount in the TSP to an Individual 
Retirement Account or to another eligi- 
ble retirement plan that accepts such 
transfers.

that a handicapped space is sitting va- 
cant while a person without han- 
dicapped plates is unable to find a legal 
space, he said. 

Jones explained that DOSS registers 
approximately 2,200 vehicles annually, 
but the University has only 1,200 park- 
ing spaces, which can no longer ac- 
commodate the University’s growing 
population. 

More than 57 of these spaces can only 
be used by people who have special 
license plates or cards labeling them as 
disabled. This number exceeds the number 
of spaces required by federal guidelines 
as well as the number of people at 


Gallaudet who have disabilities that 
warrant such parking permits, said Jones. 
Most employees with handicapped 

plates have spaces reserved for them 
near their offices, according to Jones. 
He has never seen all the spaces for 
disabled people filled at any building on 
campus, but he frequently sees cars 
with handicapped plates parked in 
regular spaces. “That defeats the whole 
purpose of having handicapped plates 
and reserved spaces—if people don’t 
use the handicapped spaces. 

“It all boils down to respecting the 
rights of handicapped and non- 
handicapped people equally,” said 
Jones.
